Text, “And they overcame him by 
the blood of the Lamb, and by the 
word of their testimony; and they 
loved not their lives unto the death.” 
Rey. 12:11. 

As we look about us we see many 
religions, each one portraying their 
good virtues, and each just as anxious 
to hide their bad; and each have their 
good and evil. The religion of the 
Lord Jesus Christ is unlike that of 
any other for it has no bad qualities. 
His religion is an overcoming religion. 

The deplorable fact is that many 
who profess the religion of Christ are 
not overcomers. The fact remains 
equally as forcible that all who possess 
the religion of Christ can overcome 
every opposition that comes their 
way. 

To overcome we must follow the 
advice given us in the book of He 
brews (12:1,2),Layasideevery weight, 
and the sin that doth so easily beset 
us, and run with patience the race that 
is set before us, looking unto Jesus the 
author and finisher of our faith. So 
many in the little trial of their faith 
do as did Peter of old, get their eyes 
upon the waves and wind and sink be- 
neath the temptation of life. 

Let us notice what we must over- 
come. 1st Peter 5:8 says that your ad- 
versary the devil, as a roaring lion, 
walketh about, seeking whom he may 
devour. I get a picture of the devil 
like a lion that is hungry and walk- 
ing about seeking a meal. The lion, 
hungry, does not go out seeking any 
particular animal, but falls upon the 
first one that is not fleety or cunning 
enough to get away from him and de- 
vours it. So the devil is not particular 
about which one of us he wants, either 
one or all of us will suit him, if he can 
get us into his clutches. 

There is one characteristic the lion 
has that the devil does not have, That 
is when a lion is opposed he will fight 
to the bitter end, but when a child of 
God opposes the devil, he takes to his 
heels and flees. The ninth verse of 1st 
Peter fifth chapter says, “Whom (the 
devil) resisteth stedfast in the faith 
* * * » He will bristle up and make 
a big bluff, but the child of God has 
two weapons that he fears: namely, 





the blood of Christ, and the Word of | 


God. Use them freely when the devil 
comes against you and see how quick- 
ly the devil leaves you to yourselves 
and to the comfort that angels will 
bring you. 

Then we have to evercome superna- 
tural depravity, supernatural malice, 
supernatural plots, or su rnatural 
sins, above the sky, in all places where 
we are exposed to infamy, and where 
we are made a public example and put 
to an open shame; or as we read it, 
“For we wrestle not against flesh and 
blood, but against principalities, 
against powers, against the rulers of 
darkness of this world, against spirit- 
ual wickedness in high places.” Eph. 
6:12. 

The devil is up there above the sky, 
and he is accusing the brethren before 
our God day and-night, and is expos- 
ing them to an open shame and so 
forth, until Rev. 12:9 is fulfilled, 
when (thank God) he will be cast out 
and we shall not have anyone to ac- 
cuse us any more. But while we wait 
for that blessed time we must continue 
to wrestle against such accusations as 
he will bring against us and prove our- 
selves to be like Job, “A righteous man 
who fears God, and eschews evil.” 

Not only do we have to overcome 
those accusations the devil brings 
against us before our God but we must 
overcome the world or that place or 
sphere in which we now live. That is, 
we must not be partak of the wick- 
edness of this present world. The wick- 
edness of this world is great in ex- 
treme, but it is never so great but 
what we may overcome by the blood 
of the Lamb and by the word of our 
testimony. First John fifth chapter 
tells us that the one that believeth on 
Christ overcometh the world by faith. 
“Faith is the substance of things hop- 
ed for, the evidence of things not 
seen.” So if we have the substance of 
those things for which we hope and 
have the evidence of those things we 
have not seen within our breast, we 
shall be overcomers of the beggarly 
elements of the sphere in which we 
now live. 

Next we shall consider how to over- 
come. Many say, I would have over- 
come had I known how; or I did the 
best I could, but I could not hold out. 
Say, my friend, there is no such thing 
as holding out. We may hold fast our 
profession of faith, but we are to let

Since I have felt that God would 
have me write on this all important 
subject I propose to divide time with 
other writers and will take for a 
theme “THE MINISTER AND HIS 
MESSAGE.” 

Text: Rom. 1:15, “AS MUCH AS IN 
ME IS, I AM READY TO PREACH 
THE GOSPEL.” 

The every interesting question be- 
fore the churchman and the world to- 
day is the minister and his message, 
for the churchman and the world both 


look upon the Church of God as the’ 


institution of God raised up to set in- 
dividuals as well as collective bodies 
right. The natural consequence is, all 
eyes are turned on the ministry and 
all ears are keen to hear what they 
have to say that will set men and 
things right. 

The ministry is an expectant body 
of men and women; and when I say 
expectant, I mean that both the church 
and the world are not only expecting 
deportment that will claim attention 
and command respect but along with 
creditable deportment they are expect- 
ing a MESSAGE, a message for this 
day in which we live, a message that 
will stir the church until they 
will cry and contend for the faith that 
was once delivered to the saints, a 
message that when given this sin toss- 
ed and sorrowing world will hear it 
and cry, “What shall we do to be sav- 
ed?” I am sure the Gospel contains 
that very message, the message Jesus 
brought, the message that was cofi- 
firmed by them who heard Him, the 
message that God bore witness to with 
signs and wonders.

In the last quar- 
ter of a century the customs of the 
people have changed to the extent 
that men who died twenty-five years 
ago would not recognize the world of 
today. I must seek diligently to under- 
stund people of my day. I must know 
something of the motives that move it, 
the problems that distress it, the 
ibings that help and the things that 
hurt it, the hopes that lift it, the sigh 
and sob of its sorrows, the pleasures 
that drive it delirious. Yes, all of 
these and more are problems the min- 
ister and his message are to aid in 
solving. If he is as prayerful and studi- 
ous as he should and must be, he will 
find that MESSAGE IN THE GOS- 
PEL. As much as in me is, I am ready. 

There may be some of you who read 
this who feel that you can go home 
and meet God in the judgment and 
submit a record of mere passive good- 
ness and feel confident that you will 
hear the sweet well done; but remem- 
ber, brother, sister, there are two con- 
ditions that must be met before you 
have any assurance that you will hear 
the sweet well done: First, Thou good; 
second, and faithful. I want to say 
you may live good and then prove 
faithless by shutting yourself away 
from this world’s much troubled con- 
dition and refusing to come into con- 
tact with the sin cursed, diseased, dis- 
tressed souls of this and foreign lands, 
and turning a deaf ear and cold 
shoulder to the pleading COME OVER 
AND HELP US. You may sit on the 
front porch or in the living room of 
a comfortable parsonage and draw 
enough money to live in ease and at 
the same time the poor and needy of 
your vicinity suffer for a word of en- 
couragement; and when someone asks 
why it is the preacher doesn’t go out 
after the people he takes offence and 
says, “Let them come to the church. 
I will be ready for them.” 

Dear minister, I would dread to 
walk into the judgment set against 
this day in which we are charged with 
living and offer as my excuse or de- 
fense, “I never had a call to that kind 
of work.

| AVOIDANCE OFFERS NO SECUR- 
ITY TO A MINISTER 

How can we plead avoidance when 
postive matters are at stake? A young 
man was given opportunity to speak 
and give the court reason (if he had 
any) why he would ask the court to 
not pass sentence upon him. I do not 
know why he spoke such words of fol- 
ly or why he dared to offer such 
weak defense, but with nervous body 
and trembling lips he arose and said,

A 
dispensation of the Gospel is commit- 
ted to me. I became all things to all 
men that I might save some. AS 
MUCH AS IN ME IS, I AM READY 
TO PREACH THE GOSPEL.” 


The Church of God was established 
with a mission, and every minister in 
herranks has a mission to perform and 
woe to you that avoid your mission. 
That mission is perpetual, personal, 
vital contact with every human need, 
and a message from the Gospel of Je- 
sus Christ that will help to fill that 
need. If you are a pastor, you should 
have a message for every member and 
your mission should bring you into 
contact with every person who comes 
within your charge. If you neglect or 
avoid your mission, your message will 
be of no effect for the neglected ones 
will say, “He does not understand my 
needs, he cares nothing for the bur- 
dens that load me down and the sor- 
rows that keep a sob in my heart.”

Bible Sanctification 


F. W. Rollins 

Sanctify them through thy truth: 
thy word is truth. John 17:17. 

Much has been said in these last 
days in regards to sanctification. Many 
have propagated their theories of doc- 
trines, making it public from the pul- 
pit that sanctification is only attained 
by setting yourself apart to do some 
certain work. That is good for us to 
do, but Bible sanctification goes deep- 
er. 

Let us notice the words of Jesus in 
this prayer: Father, sanctify them 
through thy truth, thy word is truth. 
It would not have been necessary for 
Him to have prayed such a prayer if 
setting yourself apart were all there 
was to it. We can comprehend from 
this scripture that true holiness and 
sanctification consist of supernatural 
power that exist from God thru. the 
blood of His Son Jesus Christ upsn 
the cross of Calvary. 

There wasn’t much said in regards 
to holiness as a doctrine in the anti- 
deluvian world; however, it was prac- 
ticed by Enoch, Noah, and others. 
Think about people living as right- 
eously as Enoch and Noah without any 
words of guidance, just walked by 
faith for the law was not written un- 
til about two thousand five hundred 
years after the creation. God gave the 
law to Moses on Mt. Sinai. God gives 
command to the children of Israe] to 
be holy. Since that time the good peo- 
ple of God have searched the Scrip- 
tures daily to find out the true Bible 
sanctification. 

There are many opinions and the- 
ories by unstable ministers who have 
coneluded that sanctification is only a 
growth. This doctrine of sanctification 
is erroneous and should not dominate 
over our people. It is true we must 
grow in grace when we get into it, but 
we cannot grow in it until we get in- 
to it. Many think we will never know 
whether we are sanctified or not until 
Jesus comes; but if this is true, how 
did Paul know the Corinthian breth- 
ren were sanctified when he addressed 
his letter to them that are sanctified? 
Will we conclude that Paul knew it 
and the Corinthians did not? No, 38 
believe we will be the first ones to 
find it out. 

Somé say this doctrine is new, and 
we don’t believe in these new doc- 
trines. Ever since there has been writ- 
ten laws of God sanctification has 
been preached. Turn with me to Ex. 
31:18, “That ye may know that I am 
the Lord that doth sanctify you.” This 
undoubtedly is referring to the super- 
natural power of God which descends 
into the hearts of men and women and 
leaves the: 





heart clean and pure. 

We shall now take the contrast be- 
tween the natural sanctification and 
the supernatural. One is the operation 
of God and the other is thru the opéra- 
tion of our own will power. Read 
2 Cor. 7:1, “Having therefore these 
promises, dearly beloved, let us cleanse 
ourselves from all filthiness of the 
flesh and spirit, perfecting holiness in 
the fear of God.” After the superna- 
tural power of God has cleansed us 
from all the sin principle, then we may 
have some cleansing to do. Read Lev. 
11:44, “For I am the Lord your God: 
ye shall therefore sanctify yourselves, 
and ye shall be holy; for I am holy.” 
Great restrictions were put on the 
children of Israel concerning things 
unclean at this particular time. This 
was the reason God gave them such 
strict commands to sanctify them- 
selves. 

After Joshua led the children of Is- 
rael across the River of Jordan and 
they met with their enemies in the 
city of Ai and had to retreat and go 
back to their camps badly  discour- 
aged, Joshua began to talk to God 
about their terrible defeat. God told 
him sin was in the camp. Joshua went 
to the camp and told them to sanctify 
themselves against tomorrow. “Thou 
canst not stand before thine enemies, 
until ye take away the accursed thing 
from among you.” We feel it is neces- 
sary when we come to God for any 
particular blessing to meet require- 
ments and sanctify ourselves if needs 
be and concentrate our minds on Him 
im ever respect and lay aside all the 
work of the flesh, which will bring to 
us supernatural and true sanctifica- 
tion. 

Jesus was a sanctified man, even 
before He was sent to this world. 
Read John 10:36. He never knew any- 
thing about carnality and sin, yet He 
came in the likeness of sinful flesh. 
In His prayer to the Father He said, 
“T sanctify myself that they might be 
sanctified.” Doubtless this was not a

And now God has raised up a min- 
istry and he expects that ministry to 
take its stand. Stand amidst it all and 
stand for something, something dis- 
tinct and worthy, something attrac- 
tive and great enough to claim atten- 
tion, something that will make an ap- 
peal to men and call for demand and 
justify sacrifice even to the full meas- 
ure of time, talent, and means. That 
something is nothing short of the full 
Gospel of Jesus Christ, for the Gospel 
alone holds attractions superior and 
satisfying. It’s the only message that 
carries promises that cover the needs 
of every man. And when I look upon 
its sacred pages I say, “Most gladly 
will I spend and be spent in delivering 
such a message that others may ac- 
quaint themselves with Thy precious 
promises and take heed to Thy timely 
warnings.” 

Ministers, look! See yourselves 
standing in the midst of a troublous 
people such as no man can describe 
with pen and paper, neither can they 
be pictured in cold print. See coming 
there a man with the sweat of toil on 
his brow and the soil of labor on his 
hands. Hear, ye men who guide our 
ships and plan our commerce, we have 
a message for you. Await there, you 
fellows who plow our fields and feed 
our families, I have something to say 
to you. Stop, you, dock your ships, 
sidetrack your trains, lay aside your 
sledges and tongs, bring your trucks 
to a standstill, loose your teams from 
the plow and wagon; drop your sew- 
ing, ye busy women, delay your cook- 
ing for a few minutes. Ho, everyone, 
we have a message for you. You who 
are busily engaged in bringing the 
harvest from the bosom of our fruitful 
fields and orchards to the hungry 
crowds of our crowded cities and 
towns, listen to me. I bring you a mes- 
sage, “AS MUCH AS IN ME IS, I AM 
READY TO PREACH THE GOSPEL 
TO YOU.” 

Let me say just here that the minis- 
ter who does not have absolute pro- 
found faith in his message will not 
run out before this hard pressed world 
and ask for a hearing. And why should 
we ask for a hearing when we have 
nothing to say? I am sure what you 
say will be worthless and avail noth- 
ing and you will find yourself beating 
the air and at the close of your cam- 
paign close with a growl of disgust 
unless you have faith in your message. 

We must remember God has neither 


~ called nor sent us to make flowery 


speeches and to string out a string of 
meaningless phrases, but He has given 
into your hands, into my hands, the 
only all inclusive, all sufficient mes- 
sage to be found today. He asks you 
and charges me to preach the Word. 
Be instant in season, out of season. 
God gets no glory neither does man 
get any blessing out of us when we 
spend the major portion of our time 
and exhaust our energy in exposing 
the faults and failures of other move- 
ments and the mistakes of other men. 
What God asks and what the world 
needs is a message, a message that will 
help a troubled people solve their prob- 
lems. AS MUCH AS IN ME IS, I AM 
READY TO PREACH THE GOSPEL. 
God has risked you with a revolution- 
ary message, the world doesn’t expect 
anything else, and the church needs 
nothing else. That fact causes me to 
think, What will the ministry do with 
its trust? When I see boys playing 
marbles, I am only concerned at the 
pleasure the boys get out of thumping 
the marbles about. But should ohe of 
them come around the corner of the 
house and start batting a_ stick of 
dynamite, I would be all attention. I 
am interested to the extent that I feel 
that it’s moving day with me. It’s to 
my best interest to move and move 
quickly. There is something with pow- 
er coming my way. Now as long as 
ministers play marbles, put on little 
catchy programs to draw a crowd, they 
will only have a crowd come together 
to tattle and plan their weekly social 
program. But if they are prayerful and 
faithful they will find the Gospel is 
charged with the dynamite of God to 
the extent that it will awake a drowsy 
church and stir it to fervent prayer 
and put the spurs to the guilty con- 
science of a people gone wrong until 
they will cry, “What shall we do to be 
saved?” 

The Gospel is no toy for the amuse- 
ment of an apostate church and a de- 
lirious world but was trusted in your 
hands to be delivered in demonstra- 
tion and power of the Spirit. God has 
trusted you and me with such a mes- 
sage to be delivered in the market, in 
the counting room, the office, the dock, 
the railroad stations, on the farm. In 
fact, everywhere man may be found, 
the Gospel has a mission there and God 
will hold us responsible for delivering 
it. We don’t want to deliver it because 
it merely has a right there, but be 
cause it has an irresistible mission 
there. That mission is to set men right 
and keep them going straight. God has 
sent us to preach to the hearts of men, 
not to tickle the ears and entertain 
the minds. 

As I sit here and write, something 
seems to say, Shoot straight at their 
hearts, sinful and black hearts, weak 
and fluttering hearts, doubtful and 
fearful hearts, sad, broken, bleeding, 
torn, sorrowing, sobbing, despairing 
hearts. We have a message. We have 
found the remedy you need. 

O dear ministers, pray for me that 
I may fling with all the faith God will 
give me this Gospel message. Let us 
catch the spirit of Paul, AS MUCH AS 
IN ME IS, I AM READY TO PREACH 
THE GOSPEL. The Gospel must reach 
the hearts of men if they are ever 
turned to righteousness. I have abso- 


lute faith in its power and the utter- 
most confidence in the Holy Ghost that 
He will accompany it to make it ef- 
fectual. 

While men with modern systems of 
teaching may have lost their power,and 
popular preachers are lamenting over 
the great falling away in their ranks, 
we have the assurance that Jesus is 
always close to men and the minis- 
ters who live in touch with Him and 
have nothing else to preach but Jesus 
and Him crucified, and will find that 
men are still hungry to hear the old, 
old story. Jesus is close to the needs 
of men. In fact, He is the most essen- 
tial part of every need. “BUT NOW IN 
CHRIST JESUS YE WHO SOME- 
TIMES WERE FAR OFF ARE MADE 
NIGH BY THE BLOOD OF CHRIST. 
FOR HE IS OUR PEACE, WHO 
HATH MADE BOTH ONE, AND 
HATH BROKEN DOWN THE MID- 
DLE WALL OF PARTITION BE- 
TWEEN US; HAVING ABOLISHED 
IN HIS FLESH THE ENMITY, EVEN 
THE LAW OF COMMANDMENTS 
CONTAINED IN ORDINANCES; FOR 
TO MAKE IN HIMSELF OF TWAIN 
ONE NEW MAN, SO MAKING 
PEACE; AND THAT HE MIGHT 
RECONCILE BOTH UNTO GOD IN 
ONE BODY BY THE CROSS, HAV- 
ING SLAIN THE ENMITY THERE- 
BY: AND CAME AND PREACHED 
PEACE TO YOU WHICH WERE 
AFAR OFF, AND TO THEM THAT 
WERE NIGH. FOR THROUGH HIM 
WE BOTH HAVE ACCESS BY ONE 
SPIRIT TO THE FATHER.” Eph. 
2:13-18. 

Oh what a message! What a message! 
I beg you, brother, sister, preacher, 
have faith in that message, preach it, 
pray it, sing it, write it into the hearts 
of this troubled people until they will 
know in experience the wonders of its 
saving grace and rejoice in its keeping 
power.

our profession hold us, and protect us 
in the day of temptation and trial. We 
shall never be able to overcome evil 
with evil; we must overcome evil with 
good. There have been people who, 
when things did not go to suit them, 
would let everybody know that they 
were displeased and leave the place of 
worship and not come back until they 
were petted and persuaded by their 
friends. Then they would always be 
getting their feelings in the way and 
were continually a source of unpleas- 
antness. Such is not the way to get 
even the right thing done. When 
things don’t go to suit you, then con- 
tinue to exercise that peaceable spirit 
that you show when everything is just 
to your notion, and always be found 
at your post of duty and be sweet to 
all those who are doing even what 
you feel is not right. Before you hard- 
ly realize it, those doing wrong will 
be won over to the right by your 
Christ-like spirit. And remember that 
to call down fire, even from heaven, 
to devour those who do not receive our 
ideas is not the spirit of the Master. 
Such a spirit is not likely to overcome 
much evil, but is more likely to stir 
up any trouble that may be lurking 
around the corner waiting for just 
such an opportunity. If we yield to 
temptations, we are overcome rather 
than overcomers. 

We overcome by the blood of the 
Lamb, and by the word of our testi- 
mony. That blood that justifies us is 
able to save us in time of trials and 
temptations and even in death. 

The blood is the plea of all children 
of God; and if any are saved at all, 
it will be because they trusted in the 
blood for their salvation, and redemp- 
tion. Then we hear Him say, They 
overcame by the word of their 
testimony. How is that? Just merely 
testifying does not save anyone. No, 
but this has a deeper meaning than 
just merely saying, I am saved, sanc- 
tified, and filled with the Holy Ghost, 
for anyone could say that. But it 
speaks of those who have a testimony. 
So then our testimony reveals what 
we really are. Not just what we say is 
our testimony, but our testimony is 
what we live every day. So then they, 
who overcome, were those who had 
the blood of the Lamb and that natur- 
ally gave them a right kind of testi- 
mony. So then because of the life they 
were enabled to live by the blood of 
the Lamb, they overcame. 

The overcomers are those who are 
equipped with the armour that is pro- 
vided by the Captain of their salvation. 
Eph. 6:,1 says, “Put on the whole ar- 
mour of God, that ye may be able to 
stand against the wiles of the devil.” 
This gives us an idea of a soldier go- 
ing into battle. As soldiers of the 
cross, we should act somewhat like sol- 
diers of this world. We should have 
that spirit of fight and die for the 
cause for which we have enlisted. Our 
own lives are not to be held dear, but 
everything, even life itself, must be 
surrendered upon the altar of sacrifice 
to make the victory sure for our king- 
dom. Think first of Him for whom we 
are fighting then overcoming will be 
an easy thing. Selfish and greedy sol- 
diers will never win a victory worth 
“while in this cause. Handle yourselves 
and your armour according to orders 
from the superior officers and victory 
is certain. To disobey means death and 
destruction. Obedience is better than 
sacrifice. We are overcomers; we can 
be overcomers; and we shall be over- 
comers,

silver for the building materials for 
Solomon’s temple. They became will- 
ing to work and be of service to God 
as they entered the task of building 
God a house.

Here came 
the Y. P. E. and said they would help. 
We have the windows in, a new bed. 
made, and they are not stopping here 
but mean to finish everything that is 
lacking by the end of the assembly 
year. Come on, Church of God mem- 
bers, and let’s be willing workers. I 
am sure we can all find plenty to do 
in the great house of God. “My little 
children, let us not love in word, nei- 
ther in tongue; but in deed and truth.”

— BT. 8. — 

Text, Matt. 24:3. 

Now we all know Christ taught His 
disciples of His going away and com- 
ing again. The disciples talked among 
themselves, saying to one another, 
When do you reckon this will take 
place? wonder if we will know about 
the time it will be? I can imagine I 
hear them talking. After awhile they 
go to Jesus and ask Him for some 
signs of His return and of the end of 
the world. Jesus gave them some reli- 
gious signs. He said there would be 
false Christs, Matt. 24:5. We can 
plainly see that it has been fulfilled. 

Paul said there would be a time of 
falling away (many backsliding).

THE GATE

“Strive to enter in at the strait 
gate: for many, I say unto you, will 
seek to enter in, and shall not be able.” 
Luke 13:24. For another scripture 
reading we have Matt. 7:13, 14, “En- 
ter ye in at the strait gate: for wide 
is the gate, and broad is the way, that 
leadeth to destruction, and many there 
be which go in thereat: Because strait 
is the gate, and narrow is the way, 


which leadeth unto life, and few there 
be that find it.” 


How deeply this text has impressed 
itself upon my mind. I have been con- 
sidering it and turning it over in my 
mind. Just what do the words mean? 
This first verse has been termed the 
answer to “an idle question.” As to the 
seriousness of the Pharisee we have 
no record, but we do know Jesus ad- 
dressed His answer to the crowd. The 
Pharisee may have been a man of cur- 
iosity or he may have been really in- 
terested. We do know that Jesus did 


not address His answer directly ta 
him. 


Webster tells us the word strive 
means to put forth an effort, to bat- 
tle as against temptation. This strait 
way is a striving way. It takes bat- 
tling against temptation. It is an ag- 
onizing way. It takes agonizing be- 
fore God. The crown is only promised 
to the overcomer. 

Notice Jesus says, Strive to enter. 
The definition of the word strait isa 
narrow passage. Oh how fully this de 
scribes the way of holiness! The strait 
way means narrow way, the way that 
is looked down upon, the persecuted 
way, the despised way. Oh I feel like 
today I am in the King’s highway, 
that it is a blood bought way, the way 
that is sprinkled all over with my 
Savior’s blood from His pierced side, 
Isaiah 35:8 says, “And an highway 
shall be there, and a way, and it shal] 
be called The way of holiness.” 

This could very well apply to 
the way Jesus spoke of to the 
crowd there. The Pharisee asked, Lord, 
are there few that be saved? Jesus 
saith unto them, Strive to enter in. 

We have some people today who go 
ali around the brink of salvation but 
never find the real thing. They’re ever 
learning but never coming to the truth. 
This strait gate was too narrow for 
the flowing robes of the Pharisee. 
There is but one way. Others may try 
to invent other ways, but there is but 
one way. The gate is not too high for 
the sinner that will strive to enter. 
People who inquire all about this sal- 
vation but never get it remind me of 
the man who stands at the brink of 
the river. He asks as to the depths of 
the water, if anyone has ever got 
across safely to the other side. He no- 
tices the beautiful colors in the 
stream, jots all these down in his note- 
book, puts these in his pocket and 
walks away seemingly satisfied. Oh 
the sad deplorable condition of many 
who will seek to enter in that day and 
cannot for the day of merey is cver 
and the books are elcse, 

If we do rot warn people of the day 
hat is coming, we are not doing our 
duty. Oh the millions who are dying 
each year without a Christ. We Chris- 
tians are too likely to enter into a 
form of religion. I believe that this 
great message from our Lord was a 
warning against formalism, We are 
too likely to get into a form of doing 
things. From the beginning of time 
men have liked a form of doing things, 
A certain amount of form is needed 
in spiritual things, but when we get 
to the place where we think more of 
the road than of the One who paved 
it with salvation we begin to descend 
in our Christian experience. When we 
get our eyes on the cross instead of 
the One who bore it we begin to de- 
scend in our Christian experience. The 
message of the saved today should be, 
Strive to enter in, for I tell you in 
these last days we need to strive that
